Harmon, was valued, according to 
the women’s statement to policemen, 
at nearly $6000. Heimer lost $60 and, 
his automatic pistol. 

Mrs. Harmon came here several 
days ago to visit her sister and her 
mother, Mrs. George Barron of 1437 
Dodier street. Before she left home, 
she says, her husband, who is in the 
oil business, cautioned her to leave 
her diamonds at home. “I can take 
care of them,” she replied. 

The Heimers and Mrs. Harmon 
went to a downtown matinee yester- 
day, then went to Union Market, 
and Heimer left his Ford car at 


Sixth street and Lucas avenue while 
the party shopped at the. market. 
From there he drove to King’s high- 
way, where he and the women went 
inside a catering establishment. 
Ignition Tampered With. 

Heimer now believes that, at one 
of these stops, someone purposely 
tampered with the ignition of his 
machine. As he drove south on 
King’s highway, engine trouble be- 
gan and increased, until he hed to 
stop at Rosa avenue. 

As Heimer got out, a Ford sith 
stopped a few feet away, its occu- 
pants got out, and two men pointed 
revolvers at him and ordéred him 
to throw up his hands. He did not 
obey the demand at once, but asked, 
“Is this a joke?” 

“Joke, hell, put ’em up,” one of 
the men .responded, and | Helmer 
lifted his hands. This action gave 
the robbers a, glimpse of the auto- 
matic which he carried at his waist.

UHANGES PROPOSED 
IN INITIATIVE 
AND REFERENDUM 


The Suggestions Offered in 
Constitutional Convention 
to Change Provisions and 
Raise Requirements.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct.: 23.— 
The constitutional convention today 
devoted the morning to arguing the 
merits and disadvantages of the ini- 
tiative and referendum as now oper- 
ative in Missouri, adjourning at noon 
to Monday morning without arriving 
at a decision. 

The convention, as a committee of 
the whole, has before it three pro- 
posed changes in the initiative and 
referendum system. At present five 
per cent of the qualified voters in 
two-thirds of the Congressional dis- 
tricts of the State can either initiate 
or refer legislation. The initiative 
and referendum committee of the 
convention would require eight per 
cent of the voters in two-thirds of 
the districts to refer a measure en- 
acted by the Legislature. 

Would Raise Requirement. 

The dissenting committee member, 
Wm. T. Johnson of Jefferson City, 
would require 10 per cent of the 
voters in two-thirds of the districts 
to initiate or refer legislation and 
would prohibit the circulation of pe- 
titions from house to house, desig- 
nating that they be left with clerks 
ef the county courts or like officials 
where persons desiring to sign could 
go to do so. 

L. Cunningham of Bolivar has 
proposed that the proportion of 
signers required be increased to 10 
per cent with both the initiative and 
referendum and that all signatures 
be attached to petitions itn the pres- 
ence of an official authorized by law 
to take acknowledgments.

SILENT TRAFFIC “COP” TEST 
BELIEVED TO BE SUCCESSFUL 


Automatic Experiment Made TIast 
Night at Newstead and Lindell 
Boulevard for Several Hours. 

Automobile drivers lIast night 
found a silent traffic “cop” on duty 
at Newstead avenue and Lindel! 
boulevard. It was an automatic | 
electric device to regulate the traf- 
fic on both streets, and was installed 
yesterday. Sergt. Cliff Reber, head 
of the police traffic squad, said after 
observing the working of the signai 
for several hours that he believed it 
would prove successful. ; 

The signal consists of a concrete 
pedestal about nine feet high, in 
the upper part of which, facing each 
of the four street directions, are 
glass slides bearing the words “ro,"’ 
“stop” and “traffic change.” As now 
set, the word “go” appears for Lin- 
dell boulevard traffic for 40 sec- 
onds, then “traffic change” for five 
seconds, to give all vehicles a chance 
to observe the change, then “stop” 
Now- 
stead avenue traffic has stood stil! 
for 40 seconds and had 20 seconds 
in which to move. 

Right-hand and left-hand turns 
may be made when the word “go” 
faces the driver. The alternatior of 
signs continues day and night, the 
various slides being tlluminated al- 
ternately, an electric motor control- 
ling the switche There is a red- 
lighted bulb surmounting the whole 
device, which is turned on at night 
and off in the morning. 

If the device. proves successful 
more of them may be installed by 
the Street Department. The signai 
is made by a company in Milwau- 
kee, where there are five of this type 
in operation. Chicago has 10 such 
signals.

The article by Lynd in the same issue of the 
Survey Graphic which has called forth Rocke- 
feller’s statement, is an intensive study of con- 
ditions in the Elk Basin crude oil producing field 
in Wyoming, where “one man in three works a 
12-hour day seven days a week and all other 
classes of labor, tncluding office personnel, work 
a’ nine-hour day six and a half-days a week.” 
To show that these hours are not merely ‘local, 
but typical of the oil industry generally, narticu- 
larly in the West, he marshals detailed ; figures 
from Builetin No. 297 of the United States Bureau 
of Labor Statistics on “Wages and Hotrs of La- 
bor in the Petroleum Industry,” published in 
April of the current year. : 

“Just how unnecessary the bulk of the Sun- 
day work is,” Lynd says, “may be seen from the 
fact that in the tables contained in this report, 
whereas the great m:jority of the workers in the 
first district (New York, Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia) work only a six-day week, in the dis- 
tricts further west the overwhelming majority of 
the workers labor a seven-day week.” 

This condition is epitazhized in the case of the 
drillers. According to the Government’s cross- 
section investigation of approximately 25 per 
cent of the personnel of the industry, in the first 
district, New York, Pennsylvania and West Vir- 
ginia, 152 of the drillers surveyed worked a six- 
day week and 55 a seven-day week; in the next 
district, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky and Ohio, 
only nine worked a six-day week and 175 a seven- 
day week; in the third district, Kansas, Montana, 
Oklahoma, Utah and Wyoming, only 16 worked a 
six-day week and 831 a seven-day week; in dis- 
trict four, Arkansas, Louisiana, Texas, only 18 
worked a six-day week and 1012 a seven-day Week; 
while there are no six-day workers listed by the 
Government in California, the entire drilling 
personnel working the straight seven-day week. 

“In other words,” Mr. Lynd concludes, “the 
seven-day week in ofl is not dictated by condi- 
tions in the industry necessitating continuous op- 
eration—except in emergencies—but by the un- 
willingness of the operators to recognize the need 
of one day’s rest in seven for their workers.” 


56-Hour California Week Is Cited 


Turning to the matter of the 12-hour day, Lynd 
says: 

“The needlessness of the “long shift in ofl is 
shown by the President's Mediation Commission 
in 1920 in the California oil fields which pro- 
vided that, (Section) ‘TV. Eight hours’ actual 
work at the plants or place of employment shall 
constitute the work day in the oll industry.’” 

This schedule, he asserts, is still maintained 
and the 56-hour week (eight hours a day, seven 
days a week) is the averagg full time hours a week 
given by the Bureau of Labor Statistics for all 
classes of workers in the California field. On the 
other hand, to cite the case of the drillers again, 
in the first district, for instance (New York, 
eo Se West Virginia) the six-day work- 
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Lynd, who worked as a roustabout with the 
men while investigating conditions in the field, | 
describes the wear and tear of the long seven-day | 
week: “It was the drab, blistering monotony of| 
seven days a week of it,” he says, “that bludg- | 
eoned all the fight out of a fellow.” 

Of the housing conditions in the Elk Basin field, | 
where “approximately 87 1-2 per cent of the crude.

room tents and shacks, without plumbing or run- 
ning water. In at least one case in the Ohio) 
camp, an unusually fine type of American family | 
of four—father, mother and boys of 12 and 7— 
lived in a single room 10x14 tent.

“Hard as the long day and the seven-day week 
are on the men, however, I sympathized even 
more with the women and children of the basin.

And while the men 
have the rough pool hall where they while away 
the evenings gambling mildly, for the women 
the days crawl endlessly by. In winter they are 
snowed in for weeks at a time.

As editor of 
the monthly magazine, The Prussian Year Book, 
the organ of the Conservatives, he exerted great 
influence in the affairs of the empire and was 
appointed Vice Chancellor under Prince Maz 
of Baden, the last Chancellor of the empire.

But there is.none such in Ger- 
many, except Ludendorff. Ludendorff’s standing 
in Germany, however, is too much shaken—as 
the report of the Reichstag’s special committee of 
investigation on the World War, which is about 
to be published, shows—to make his leadersh 
possible again in any future military enterprise. 

Gen von Kuhl, former chief of staff of Crown 
Prince Rupprecht’s army; Col. Schwerfeger, the 
noted military writer, and myself make up this 
special committee. We had the official docu- 
ments and archives of the Ministry of War placed 
at our disposal, so that we might investigate the 
facts and fix the responsibility for the faflures

Protest Is Against Policy. 


It may be said here that even in 
the light of subsequént occurrences 
culmipating in the shooting of the 
Hale girl. that there is little personal 
animosity on the part of citizens for 
the members of the Police Board or 
for Col. MacDonald. Business men, 
whose conservatism has been stirred 
to the point of signing the petitions 
for the removal of t™’ Board, have 
said as they signed that they ,are 
protesting against a policy and not 
impeaching the integrity, sincerity 
or purpose of any of the authors of 
the policy. Other business Men 
have declined to sign the petitions, 
basing their declinations upos life- 
long friendship and association, but 
few have not said that they consider 
the Board has erred to the point 
that it should relinquish jts control. 

Col. MacDonald brought home 
from the war a record that excited 
not only his city’s praise, but its 
sympathy. He now ia 63 years old. 
His way service has been preceded 
by 25 years in the National Guard 
and it was safd that he patriotically 
perjured himself to get overseas.

Cities commonly seek men of 
statute policemen. These new 
men in St. Joseph were not men of 
stature, but they had had the mill- 
tary training which was an asset 
from a disciplinary standpoint, if 
nothing else. 

In almost every one of the kill- 
ings that are criticised these young- 
er men were the men who fired the 
@hots. Their vigor of action soon 
was copied by the older men in the 
department and it was an older man 
who was in command on the night 
of the Hale shooting, though that 
a younger man fired the shot seems 
indisputable. 

It is not asserted here that the 
vigor of the department under Col. 
MacDonald did not quite effectually 
rid the town of a confirmed criminal 
element There was no “monkey- 
business” and the criminals lef. 

Along came a strike in the pack- 
ing houses of the city. On the, first 
morning, Col. MacDonald sum- 
moned 50 men, virtually his entire 
department and led it to the strike 
district. The men were given rifles 
with bayonets affixed. 

Strike Quickly Failed. 

The Colonel addressed a gather- 
ing of men at the plant. . “Those 
who want to work, go to work,” he 
sald. “Those who don’t, get out.” 
The strike failed in a few days 
without the semblance of trouble 

The shopmen’s strike came next 
and it is said with pride in the city 
that St. Joseph was freer from dis- 
turbances than any other railroed 
town in the section. 

So far militaristic vigor served. 
but the benefit upon the public was 
certain, the reflection upon the men 
in the department was seemingly in- 
jurious. 

One night last May a group of 
police happened upon a pegro craps 
game in an alley. There are seo- 
tions of St. Louis where such craps 
games are ntmerous. Saunterers 
on the levee invariably find such a 
game one of the “sights.”’ 

When the pplice epproached the 
negroes fled. It is variously as- 
serted that the officers capture’ one 
of the players and that he broke 
away and that he was not captured, 
but was fleeing with his fellows, as 
all such groups would scatter. In 
any event the negro was shot and 
killed. The officer who fired sajd he 
fired to frighten the negro. As one 
of the facetious lines that has crept 
into the drama, some one remarked 
at the time: “He couldn't have 
been frightened any more than ae 
was.” Contrarily, it was testified at 
the tnquest, that the officer held a 
flashlight tm one hand and throwing

The police asserted it 
was a bullet from the wife-beater’s 
revolver. This assertion did not gain 
much credence, but the inquest did 
not fix resopnsibility beyond ques- 
tion.

them. On their way to the poolroom 
und about half a block from it they 
encountered Schimpfesser. He was 
geing toward the poolroom.

Schimpfesser died the fol- 
lowing day. He was shot in the leg.

It held 
public meetings in public parks. ‘It 
apparently was not secretive \either 
with its purposes nor its pk +. to 
gain largé membership. Phat it had 
large membership was ocularly dem- 
onstrated when its. members over- 
flowed a hall with a known seating 
capacity of 1600 and adjourned to 
the ball park that all could be ac- 
commodated. It is variously said 
now that the klan’s membership 
ranges from 2000 to 6000. 

The klan's officers arse publicly 
known. The exalted Cyclops is Dr. 
W. M. Campbell, a physician of 
long residence. Its secretary is the 
nephew of the Democratic candidate 
for Congress and the district very 
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lice was multiplied at the outset by 
their attitade. 

They denied that the shot had 
been fired from their car. They told 
of pursuing bootleggers who fired at 
them, to which fire they replied. 
The bullet that killed the girl, they 
said, was fired from the bootleggers’

The Police Board, on the frst day, 
supported the subordinate officers.

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 16.—Two 
unions of a rather unusual nature 
have just been formed here, the 
Bullfighters’' Syndicate and the 
Union of Playwrights.

“Astiematism is an inequality in the bending power 
or refraction of the different meridians of the cornea. 
Rays of licht entering such an eve are brought to 2 
focus. not at a point, but alone a line. A child who 
is far-sighted. or far-siehted and astigmatic, or merely 
astigmatic, will often not refer his difficulties to his 
eyes. 

“Children are often unable to localize their symp- 
toms. A grown persén is able to say that his head 
aches. or that be has a pain in the ear, or a pain in 
the left shoulder. In similar circumstances a child 
merely feels uncomfortable. but cannot always state 
where his discomfort resides. Often a child who is 
suffering from these defects of vision, which cause the 
print to blur, will merely be inattentive, fidgety or 
mischievous. There may be no sign of trouble in the 
eyes, and there may be no complaint of headache. 

“Give such a child proper glasses, his school work 
becomes easy and he is transformed. 

“Only very rarely are children born near-sighted. 
Near-sichtedness develops from far-sightedmess or 
from astigmatism. The eyeba!! becomes elongated and 
rays of light from distant objects are brought to a 
focus in front of the retina. The near-sighted child is 
uncomplaining. When he tells the teacher he cannot 


see what is being put on the biackboard, the teacher 


is apt to bring him to a seat nearer to the blackboard. 
This suffices for a time, but soon the child must be 
changed to a still nearer seat.

“What is the best time to begin treatment for cross- 
eyes” Just as soon as the condition is first observed 
A great deal more can be accomplished by simple treat- 
ment. if this treatment is begun in time. than by elab- 
orate treatment later. Usually the crossing eve ioses 
part of its vision and if treatment is not begun a short 
time after the crossing is first observed. the loss of 
vision is permanent. In the great majority of cases 
the crossing eye can be made straight by means of 
glasses and exercises, provided the treatment is >egun 
in time. 

“Not once in 2) times is a child with crossing eves 
brought to the oculist unti! severa! years have elapsed 
since the parent firet observed the defect. The oculist 
will endeavor to avoid operation as long as there is a 
chance of bringing the eve straight with glasses and 
exercises.”

ALMON fishers along the rivers of the North- 
west are singing the sad saga of the sockeye 
and telling the tragic story of how the press- 
ing of one man’s finger on a push button 
robbed the world’s market of the greater part 
of its supply of the finest grade of salmon 
that ever reached the table and cost British 
(Columbia and the State of Washington $27 000.0. 

in the infinitesimal space of time which it too for 
an electric spark to set off a blast of powder at Yale, 
on the Fraser River, tn British Columbia. the poten- 
tialities for the production of millions. if not billions, 
of these highly prized fish were wiped out. 

The blast was intended only to open up a tunnel on 
the Canadian Northern Railway. but its force was so 
great that it tore away a great cliff of clay and lime- 
stone and sent it crashine into the Fraser River at the 
very point which had fer many years been the favorite 
spawning ground of the socteve salmon. 

The run of the sockeye salmon into this particular 
stre°ch of the Fraser River was regarded by fishermen 
as the most wondetful run in the world. 

Every four years the fish. cofning in from the ocean. 
ran so thick they had to fight to get a place in the 
spawning beds Many died in the struggle. but still 
there were millions left. Great flocks of fish-eating 
birds which followed the quadrennial runs up the river 
found the quarry so plentiful that-they ate nothing 
but the eves of the fish which gave up their lives in 
the crush 

At the high tide of the output from this hatching 
ground a few vears ago it vielded 231.000.0000 salmon to 
the canners. ~ 

Since the pressing of a man’s finger on a push but- 
ton had an unexpected and tragic result the biggest 
seasons output has been less than 6,000.00). 

Nearly all the sockeye salmon in the world were 
hatched in the waterShed of the Fraser River 

At the very instant when the push button did its 
deadiy work millions of fish were making their way 
upstream to their chosen spawning grounds. Fisher- 
men who tell the story are fond of saying the soc ckeye 
pae’ed the river “li*e sardines in a can.

The City of Honolulu had broadcast her first 
message—“Fire! Fire'’—just before four bells, or 
at 5:29 a. m.. Pacific coast time. It is interesting to 
note how quickly the responses came. As the log of a 
shore station shows, in the next three minutes three 
different vessels had replied with statements of their 
position, and assurances that they were on their way 

Thus, at 5:30 a. m.. the U. S. army transport Thomas 
said: “Got you o*ey. Am in latitude 32:58 north, 
longitude 1236:43 west. Coming.” 

Then. at 5:31 a. m., this message arrived from the 

steamship Enterprise: “We are coming. Am now 
latitude 32:17 north, longitude 136:12 west.” 
“And at 5:22 a. m., the steamship City of Los Angeles. 
also leased by the Los Angéles Steamship Co., and. 
wi'h the Honolulu. engaged in the new service between 
Sen Pedro and the islands, spoke as follows: “Our po- 
s‘tion is latitude 26:42 north. lonevitude 145:52\ west.’ 

To them the Honoluln replied: “Thanks. All 
stand by.” 

Of course, the original message was heard by scores 
and probably by hundreds of ‘stations besides the 
three which responded. Shore stations and distant

Practically speaking, however, it is certain thai the 
West Pac Ocean Fnew about the conflagration 
aboard the onoluiu. and watched the subsequent 
course of events with the deepest concern, “listening 
in” as further messaces were exchanged. 

For three hours after the first broadcast messace 
was sent. asking other ships to stand by. the Hono-

ulu’s wireless remained silent. The reason, of course, 
was that a desperate effort was being made to extin- 
guisbh the fire. Until that struggle had been won or 
lost there was nothing of particular importance for the 
Honolulu to say. 

Augxiously, at every three-minute period, the op- 
erators of other stations waited for another word from 
the Honolulu. At 8:40 a. m. it came, when the atmos- 
phere was cleft by the “S Q.8” of the Honolulu for 
about seven minutes. It is the poignant signal of dire 
distrese—three dots, three dashes, three dots. 

Persons who know just a little about the interna- 
tional code have tried to explain that the letters stand 
for “Save our souls.” or for “Send out succor,” but 
the fact is that “S O S” was chosen as an appeal for 
help not because of any words beginning with those 
letters but because the letters are the ones most easily 
sent and received. 

Following her insistent “S O S” call, the Honolulu 
added these urgent words: “Fire is now beyond con- 
trol. We are launching lifeboats with all passengers 
and crew. Come quic*iy. come quickly.” 

The time of the above message was 8:47 a. m., and 
she did not speak again for a little more than half an 
hour, or at 9:02 a. m.. when this message went out: 

“Lifeboats launched successfvily. Capt. Lester. first 
officer. chief encineer and myself remaining on board.” 
The signature was “Bell. City of Honolulu.” The own- 
er of this name was chief radio operator on ship. 

Then silence un‘*il 16:09 a. m.. when the Honolulu, 
in another message siened bv Beil, said a Spartan fare- 
well as follows jetting too hot. Captain and gang 
leaving now. Good-by to you all.”

OOKING west from Fourth and Olive streets in 1842! But for the recent dis- 
covery of the earliest known snapshot made in St. Louis and now pub- 
lished for the first time on this page, it would be impossible to visualize 

such a scene. The picture here reproduced was painted by Mat Hastings 

from a daguerreotype found among the effects of T. M. Easterly, who was 

a St. Louis, photographer 8¢@ years ago, with a gallery at the southeast cor- 

ner of Fourth and Olive streets, on the present site of the Rialto Building. 

An occasion of great interest to the St. Louis of that day was a visit by Tom 
Thumb, the celebrated dwarf, who was then just startine on his show career under 
the direction of that master showman, P. T. Barnum. This was in the summer of 1842. 

The arrival of Tom Thumb and his triumphant entry into the city with his diminu- 
tive coach and pair had been eagerly awaited. As the picture indicates, this interest 
was not confined to the white population. Even the stolid Indians, who then were 
familiar figures on the city’s streets, were eager to get a giimpse of the diminutive 
celebrity. 

Capt. Joseph Boyce, 81 years old, an authority on St. Louis history, found the 
daguerreotype among the effects of Easterly’s estate and gave it to the Missouri His- 
torical Society, which recently placed on exhibition the painting made from it by 
Hastings. 

Capt. Boyce says the picture was made by Easterly from a window of his gallery 
when the crowd gathered around Tom Thumb’s coach. The photographer engraved 
the date on .the plate. 

Snapshots were a rarity in those days. The Daguerre system of photographing 
directly on a silver plate did not lend itself to speed work, and lenses had not been 
brought to their present perfection. It is easy to believe that when Easterly set his 
cumbersome camera on the window sill and made a short exposure he regarded it as 
an interesting experiment which might or might not be successful. He probably 
was surprised at the result. It must have been an unusually bright day in St. Louis, 
for under ordinary lighting conditions it would have been impossible to make a snap- 
shot with the equipment then in use. Everything was favorable and Easterly’s silver 
plate. became a historical treasure. 

The Canton Tea Co. building shown in the picture was on the northwest corner of 
Fourth and Olive streets on a site afterwards occupied by the Bank of Commerce and 
later ty the Continental Bank. A broker’s office is now on this corner. 

Just to the west of the Canton Tea building where frame “shacks” and a projecting 
French store window are seen in the picture is the present site of the skyscraper 


corner of Proadway and Olive was on the present site of the La Salle Building. The 
building on this corner in 1842 was the residence of George W. Atchison, a steamboat 
captain. Between his property and the next corner west, where the Carleton Building 
now stands, were the homes of Asa’ Wilgus, then the city’s leading house and sign 
painter; Thomas H. West, a plastering contractor, and John B. Sarpy, a member of 
one of the city’s oldest families. He was an extensive owner of St. Louis real estate. 

In the lower left-hand corner of the picture the women with long skirts and capes 
stand on the southwest corner of Fourth and Olive streets, now the site of the Mer- 
chants-Laclede Bank Building. 


Capt. Boyce recalls the 1851 hurricane and has a vivid recollection of Tom Thumb’s 
second visit to St. Louis in 1848, after a triumphant tour of Europe. 

“I Lave good cause to remember it,” he said, “for it threatened to ‘aieiiiets my 
existence at the early age of seven years. We were living on Morgan street then. I 
was ill with erysipelas and was being kept in the house under a doctor’s orders. But 
when | heard Tom Thumb was coming to town I resolved to see him at all hazards.

HE new play called “Jewels” promised 
well.

‘the steamship West Faralon, whichhad been listening 


intently since 2 o'clock that morning, although she 
carries but one radio operator. The West Faralon’s 
broadcast was: 

“‘We-should reach position of City of Honolulu at 4 
p.m. Am bending all speed.” 

The next line in this grim drama of the sea. as 
caught by shore stations, was from the steamship 
Casiana, which reported: “Lending all assistance 
available here at scene of disaster.” 

From this point on the vital messages were those 
from the Weét Farallon. She beat the schedule which 
she had set for herself, as will be seen. At 1 p. m. she 
reported: 

“We are 15 miles from scene of Honolulu fire. Can 
see mountain of smoke. Should pick them up in two 
hours. Crew making preparations to rescue survivors.” 

The West Faralon’s next broadcast was sent at 2:45 
p. m., and said: “In sight of the S. 8. City of Hono 
lulu. Mass of smoke and flames.” 

Then, at 3:30 p. m., or half an hour sooner than she 
had expected, the West Faralon made the following 
announcement: 

“Am at scene of Honolulu fire. Sprvivors all in 


small boats scattered all about vicinity. We are only 
vessel at scene of disaster.” 

At 3:43 p. m. she reported: “We are taking surviv- 
ors aboard our ship as fast as possible. Passengers 
report no persons lost in disembarking 4rom burning 
steamer.” 

And at 3:45 came the comforting message: 

“Most of survivors now safe aboard our ship. Hono- 
lulu presents spectacular sight. Burning fiercely from 
bow to stern.- Mass of smote and flames mountain 
high. Derelict about 300 yards distant.” 

The West Faralon lowered four boats, with picked 
crews of-officers and men, to gather up the Honolulu’s 
lifeboats, by this time scattered over a radius of about 
four miles. The first boatload of survivors were lifted 
to the decks of the freighter at 3:30 o'clock and inside 
of half an hour all the others had been taken aboard. 

The radio, in conjunction with capable officers and 
crews on both ships, courageous passengers and favor- 
able weather conditions. had accomplished the re- 
marKable feat of saving every soul aboard the Hono- 
lulu. Each of the 261 persons was accounted for, and 
this was the outcome of what might easily have ranked 
among the worst tragedies of the Pacific.

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Actual reading of tracks is possible only 
to those who have had long expe- 
rience in the open—aAs a rule prints 


in which an experienced and competent detective was 
seriousiy misled by footprint information. A series of 
prints supposed to be those of the murderer who was 
being sought showed each print of the right foot a 
little deeper, more depressed into the ground. than 
were the prints of the left foot. There was also a 
slight difference in the stride of the two iega. The de- 
teetive concluded, quite excusably, that the man who 
made the prints was silightiy lame. The description 
broadcast to the police included this item. 


Meanwhile, the criminal. as was iater proved. min- - 


gled with the police. even assisted the investigators 
with their work, and was not identified For a ilofizg 
time he was not even suspected at all, for the reason 
that be was not im the least lame Finally. when he 
had been tracked down from totally other clews and 
hac confessed. the truth came out. The irregularities 
in bie footprints were due to the fact that he had been 
carrying a heavy plank op one shoulder 

I cannot imagine any way in which this fact could 
have been determined from the footprints, granted. of 
course, that there were no bumped places on trees or 
other direct evidences of the piank. The attempt to 
read SOMETHING from the footprints led. in this 
case as in many others. to a bad mistake. one which 
might easily have been fata! to the success of the whole 
investigation. : 

There is. however. one piece of work with footprints 
which the scientific detective is often required to un- 
dertake. This is the mating of some kind of a record 
which may enable iater identification. which will per- 
mit. for instance. detatied and unhurried com- 
perison of the prints with the shoes or feet of persons 

being mixed up in the crime. 


marks, but being even more careful not to press down 
the plaster hard enough to move any of the soil around 
the footprint and thus to change the shape or size of 
the impression. it will help if you lay down only small 
pieces of the wet plaster at a time, using the fingers 
to press each piece gently and exact!r into the im- 
pression of the footprint and against the pieces of 
plaster which you have already iaid down. 

When you have entirely filled the footprint with the 
wet plaster. cover it loosely to prevent injury and al- 
low the plaster to “set” or harden for two or three 
hours. The entire cast can then be removed and ad- 
hering dirt carefully brushed off. It will give you a 
perfect reproduction of the footprint. an image of the 
foot or shoe by which the print is made. 

In very wet ground there is danger of the plaster ab- 
sorbing water from the so!l and failing to set property. 
In cases like this eprin*ie some dry, powdered pilaster 
into the footprints just before you apply the wet mixed 


plaster. 


Another danger which must be guarded against is 


having the paste of wet plaster too thin. mixed with 
too much water. If rou make this mistake some of the 
plaster will penetrate into the soil around the foot- 
print, this sofl wil! stick fast to your cast and you will 
not get a perfect image of the print. The best way to 
make sure that you have a plaster mixture which is 
exactly right is to try some of vour mixture first on 
any little dent in the ground. for instance on your own 
footprint, made on purpose. In this way you can make 
sure that your plaster is not mixed too wet so that fh 
will penetrate too much into the soil, or too dry and 
stiff. so that it will force any of the soi! aside and de- 
form the footprint while you are putting the plaster in 
position. 

An ordinary grade of plaster of paris can be obtained 
at most hardwere stores or drag stores, but the best 
and quickest-setting grade is used by dentists in mak- 
ing the molds fcr artificial teeth. Your dentist can 
tell you where to get some. Certain Kinds of this 
dental plaster set so quickly that quite solid casts of 
footprints can be taken in less than 15 minutes. 

Another procedure is sometimes useful when pilaster 
of paris is not at hand or when the footprint is not 
deep and perfect enough to make it possible to take a 
cast of it. This is to draw a tracing of the print on a 
giass piate. 

Take an ordinary piece of window glass big enough 
to cover the footprint. Lay it down on top of the print. 
You will be able to see the print through it. The 
point is pow to make a tracing on the glass of just 
what you see, of the exact outline of the print, of any 
nail prints which may show, of marks indicating hailf- 
soleing of the shoe. etc. “But,” you say, “how cap one 
do this?” “One can’t draw on giass as one would on 
ae true, but there is a kind of pencil which will 
draw or write on giass. Instead of lead it contains 2 
waxy composition. This composition marks on glass 
just as an ordinary pencil marks on paper. These pen

So the transport Thomas steamed steadily onward 
and reached the place where the Honolulu stil! burned 
and where the West-Faralon lay watching the wreck, 
at 1 o'clock in the morning. Rather than ris acci- 
dents in the darkness of early morning, it was decided 
to delay the transfer of survivors until daylight, when 
they went aboard the Thomas and the latter turned 
her prow toward Los Angeles. 

The West Faralon, which is a vessel of the U sg. 
Shipping -Board, received orders to stand by until 
silvage boats could arrive and decide what must be 
tone with the hulk of the Honolulu. The fire-ravaged 
shell of the once splendid liner was termed “a menace 
to navigation,” and would have to be closely watched. 

An examination of the vessel by naval experts 
nade it certain that she was ruined beyond the hope of 
repair, so on Oct. 17, or five days after the Honolulu’s 
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“S O S” went forth, she sank in 2500 fathoms of water, 
after the Coast Guard cutter, Shawnee, had poured 31 
shots into the hulk. Her resting place_is practically at 
the spot where the rescue of the passengers occurred, 
more than 600 miles southwest of San Francisco. 

Not the least item in the Honolulu’s modern equip- 
ment Was a very up-to-date radio installation and three 
competent operators. Without them, it is quite likely 
that not only would the splendid vessel herself have 
been gutted by fire, but her passengers and crew might 
have been lost as well. Even had part or all of her life- 
boats been picked up, days afterwards, by some other 
vessel, the exposure would have been almost certain to 
have caused deaths among them, depending on weather 
conditiqns and the length of time they were adrift. 

“God bless the radio,”’ was the exclamation of dozens 
and the presumably unspoken prayer of many more 
as the castaways were being safely landed at San 
Pedro, the harbor of Los Angeles. Radio had wrought
